F. Law Henderson, master of ceremonies 
called on Supt. D. J. McDonald to pronounce the invocation. 
This was followed by the song “Rock of A ges”, sung by the 
audience. 
“The Star Spangled Banner”, led by Charles Edge 
and Verne Adams on cornets, was next joined in by the au­ 
dience. 
As this music was played the lights on the lawn were 
turned out and a search light was played on the American flag 
and a picture of the late president hanging on the east wall of 
the court house. 
Rev. W. N. Sholl delivered the initial speech 
of the evening, in which he praised President Harding as a man. 
A quartet composed of Gabe Canell, Dr. E. P. Humbert, L. E 
Dowd and W. S. Barron sang “Lead, Kindly Light”.

A considerable damage has been 
done in the pust few weeks by Uh 
cotton leal' worm which is present in 
large quantities in some section. This 
pest where not controlled, will abs«> 
lutely 
destroy cotton crops in it- 
early stages, and seriously effect it 
in the mature stage.-. 
Calcium ar 
senate, Paris green, and other poi­ 
sons which have been used to control 
this worm are proving hard and ex­ 
pensive to get, and in some cases un­ 
reliable, especially that which comes 
from foreign countries. Due to these 
costs, 
considerable 
work has been 
done in different sections 
of 
the 
.‘tate to find some means of controll­ 
ing the leaf worms with a maximum 
efficiency 
and 
a 
minimum 
cost. 
There are two outstanding poisons 
which can be had in large quantities 
at a low cost which have proven very 
successful. 
These poisons are: 
R eco m m en d e d Poison*. 
1. Standard arsenical cattle 
dip, 
manufactured according to the Unit­ 
'd State Government formula. 
2. Arsenous oxide, or white arse 
nic (this must not be confused with 
calcium arsenate). 
Either of these 
poisons used in the strength of .12 
to .13 of I per cent has proven very 
effective in killing the worm, both a< 
a contact and as an internal poison­ 
ing. 
Arsenous oxide has proven a 
little more effective und some cheap­ 
er ihun the cattle dip because worms 
Si em i » eat it better. 
Cattle 
dip 
iius a certain amount of tar which 
gives it a disagreeable odor. 
In ug­ 
li g this preparation, care should be 
taken to make a careful test to see 
that proper strength is not exceed­ 
ed. 
One gallon of standard dip to 
200 gallons of water will make ap­ 
proximately the desired strength, or 
2 I 2 pound* of arsenous oxide to 
200 gallons of water will also give 
approximately the desired 
strength 
however, before it is used the stan- 
dard iodine test for 
determining 
strength should be made, and the 
strength of the solution either in­ 
creased or decreased by adding poi­ 
soning or decreased by 
additional 
water, to give a test of .12 or .13. 
Any of filial tick inspector can test 
this the strength of the solution. In 
using 
this solution 
it should 
be 
sprayed on the cotton witli a heavy 
fog type spray which will not allow 
foliage to burn. 
If it is sprinkled 
on some burning will result. 
The 
power sprays can be purchased very 
reasonably, or a hand spray pump 
that you can put in a barrel will do 
the work. 
Material used costs frhm 
five to twenty cents par acre, de­ 
pending on the amount used to the 
acre, for this type 
of 
poisoning 
against $1.00 to $3.00 per acre for 
the 
powder 
poisoning. 
Poisoning 
may he repeated as often as neces 
sary.

MUCH FUN AND FROLIC 
HAD BY YOUNG FOLKS 


Poison ivy is perhaps 
the 
plant 
most frequently encountered by the 
unsuspecting city visitor to the coun­ 
try, says the Public Health Service. 
Yet it may be 
easily 
distinguished 
from other creepers by its three di­ 
vided leaves. 
The harmless creepers 
liave five leaves.This one distinguish 
ing mark if borne in mind will pro­ 
tect the vacationist from poison ivy. 
Poison oak is a shrub or small tree 
with broad leaves very much resend­ 
ing the leaves of the oak tree. The 
part of these plants to be feared 
is 
the resinous sap. 
When a plant is 
injured this sticky sap exudes. 
It 
comes in contact with the skin 
and 
sets up an irritation which is distin­ 
guished by its acute character. This 
irritation frequently begins between 
the fingers. 
H o w T o R eco gn ise. 
The symptoms of ivy poisoning are 
comparatively easy to recognize. 
A 
more or less mild attack may be ush­ 
ered in by a burning of itching of the 
kin. 
Within twenty-four hours af­ 
ter the skin is exposed to the poison 
of the plant, a red rash appears. This 
s followed by more or less swelling 
and itching, then small blisters filled 
with serum make their appearance. 
The parts of the body affected may 
swell to enormous proportions. 
At 
one time it was believed that many 
persons who had suffered from at­ 
tacks of ivy poisoning would exper­ 
ience a recurrence of the attack 
if 
they passed through a wood or came 
into proximitiy with the plant 
even 
though the ivy itself was not touch 
ed. 
It now appears certain however 
that contact is necessary in order to 
produce ivy poisoning. Ivy poisoning 
says the Public Health Service, may 
sometimes be 
averted 
even 
after 
these plants have been handled pro­ 
vided the parts exposed are washed 
thoroughly with soap, water, and al­ 
cohol. 
This washing must, however, 
be thorough, otherwise it will only 
tend to spread irritating poison.

NEW GERMAN CHANCELLOR STATES 
CONDITIONS NECESSARY TO PEACE 


Doctor Gustave Streseman in Statement to Reich­ 
stag, Says Germany Will Not Abandon Passive 
Resistance in Ruhr Until Right of Control is Res­ 
tored and Wrongs of German Citizens Redressed 


(By Associated Presa). 
BERLIN, Aug. 14.— Doctor Gustave Streseman, new Ger­ 
man Chancellor, outlined in a statement today the conditions 
under which Germany is ready to abandon passive resistance in 
the Ruhr. 
The conditions are complete restoration to Germany 
of her right to control over the Ruhr, the reestablishment of con­ 
ditions in the Rhineland vouchsafed her under the Versailles 
treaty, and the liberation of every German citizen who has been 
outraged, evicted, or imprisoned. 
The statement was made in 
the course of his inaugural speech to the Reichstag today.

aster. 
In the m atter of soil fertility 
alone, we have been recrean t to our 
duty as good husbandmen. 
In 1»79 
there was an average of IDS pounds 
of lint cotton per acre produced in 
the United States. 
Twice only since 
then, 1897 and 1898, has the aver­ 
age been higher, but on the other 
hand the production per acre is con­ 
stantly decreasing. 
With present 
day expenses running 
higher 
and 
higher, and the cost of farm opera­ 
tions greatly increased, w hat will the 
outcome be? 
There is at present too 
great a disparagem ent between the 
purchasing power of farm products 
when compared with w hat the fa r­ 
mer has to buy. 
The U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture gives the p u r­ 
chasing power of farm products as 
71 while the things the farm er has 
to buy is 148, using 1913 as a basis 
for comparison. 
Is it any wonder 
that our leading business men are 
clamoring for a better adjustm ent 
for the farm er?*

When he said “ R ender unto 
C easar’s the things that are Cae­ 
s a r’s and unto God the things that 
are God’s ” he pronounced the great 
principle of separation

and state which we insist upon today. 
The two should be separate except 
fo r their natural into-relations. The 
command, “F e a r God and keep His 
com m andm ents”, said Judge Davis, 
implies th at m an has a relation to 
I the State and to his fellow man. 


T h ree S ta n d p o in ts. 


A m an’s ideal of a thing, asserted 
I the speaker, is determined by his a t­ 
titude tow ard it. 
We may look upon 
the needs of the world from three 
standpoints. 
The first of these is 
the selfish standpoint— how can I 
best make the world serve me. 
In 
the history of the world too many 
pa re n t nations have sought to make 
th eir colonies serve to enrich them 
and m aintain their aristocratic class­ 
es in idleness at home. 
Spain, said 
the speaker, well exemplifies the fol­ 
ly of such a course. 
Once a great 
commercial and conquering nation 
with colonies spread over the world, 
she has now sunk into relaitve unim ­ 
portance. 
The g reat statistician and 
economist, Roger Babson, said the 
speaker, when 
asked 
why 
North 
America had grown to such g reater 
im portance than 
South 
America 
when South America was laden with 
natural riches, replied th a t it prob­ 
ably was because when the Spanish 
came they came in search of gold 
w hereas when the English colonists nit n 
came they came in search of God. 
F rance was given as another exam ­ 
ple of a people rapidly d eterio rat­ 
ing and destined to fall because they 
are so in ten t on the riches and pleas­ 
ure of the world th at their birth rate 
has long been less than their death 
rate. 
The individual who follows the 
sam e 
policy 
of 
self-gratification 
m ust come to a similar end, said the 
judge. 
That o f In d iffe r e n c e . 
The second viewpoint with whi h 
we m ay look upon the world is that 
of indifference, asserted the speak­ 
er. 
Too m any of us are indifferent 
in our attitude toward public m at­ 
ters and leave m atters of 
public 
good to others, he said, giving for 
illustration the prohibition struggles 
in Brazos county in which so many 
had only an attitude of apathy 
or 
timidity. 
“I would rath er all the 
thinking people of the land be op­ 
posed to me than for them merely 
to have an attitude of ind ifference”, 
said Judge Davis, 
quoting 
Grover 
Cleveland. 
We are too indifferent 
tow ard church work. 
There 
will 
never be any great reform , said the 
speaker, until we drop our apathy 
and stand behind our 
leaders 
in 
Christian work. 


A ttitu d e of Service. 
The third viewpoint from which 
we may regard the world is th a t 
of 
ice, asserted Judge Davis, re f e r­ 
ring again to the parable of the good 
Sam aritan. 
“ W hen I consider the 
selfishness of the nations 
of 
the 
earth today as contrasted with the 
philanthropy of the United States 
my heart fails with pride th at I am 
an A m erican”, asserted the speaker. 
The capitalists of the world today 
are coming to take more and more 
interest in their employees. 
That 
g reat m anufacturer, H enry Ford, he 
said, has never had a strike among 
his 80,000 employees because he has 
made every employee a stockholder. 
There is something wrong with con­ 
ditions, asserted Judge Davis, when 
fo u r per cent of the population of 
th e country controls 90 per cent of 
its wealth. 
President Coolidge has 
sent word to Elbert Gary th a t there 
m ust be some basis of settlem ent 
arrived at between capital and labor 
in the steel industry, said the speak­ 
er. 
“ I have just finished 
the

graphies of two men, Gladstone and 
Bismark.

vious history of the Station probab­ 
ly did not witness so much progress. 
In the first place, the financial sup­ 
port during the early career of the 
Station was very m eager, 
and in 
the tw enty-three 
years 
preceding 
Doctor Youngblood’s administration, 
there were seven directors, none 
of 
whom could hope to carry 
forward 
all the policies and ambitions of his 


considerable business 
prosperity in 
its experim ent station 
during 
the 
past twelve years. 
This is due p a rt­ 
ly to a vigorous 
m odern 
business 
system in every d ep artm en t 
which 
the Director 
inaugurated, 
though 
much of it was made possible 
by 
timely appropriations m ade by the 
Legislature. 
The total of these ap­ 
propriations for the twelve years is 
$1,787,551.92, 
whiuh is not much 
in excess of the present actual phy­ 
sical value of the property of the 
Station system and which, of course, 
belongs to the State.

S c ie n c e and P ra ctice . 
It is sometimes claimed by those 
who are uninform ed th at scientific 
farm ing is not as successful as what 
they term “ practical” farming. 
Ac­ 
curate records over a long term of 
years, however, show th at the scien­ 
tific farm ing done on the experi­ 
m ent 
stations 
produces 
greater 
yields per acre than are made by the 
average farm er. 
While this is true, 
it should be stated th a t it ought to 
be true, 
for the 
well 
informed 
scientist is better fortified against 
errors than one having less inform a­ 
tion. 
On this account, the Station 
receives annually, quite a snug sum 
from the sale of crops and other ex­ 
perim ental material and by-products 
of the work ufter the necessary scien­ 
tific data have been secured 
and 
recorded. 
Thus, the salvaging in a 
husaness-like w’ay of 
all 
valuable 
materials a fte r they are used enab­ 
les a decided reduction in the re­ 
quirem ents for appropriated mopey.
